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SCIENTIFIC BUILDING. 
CONSTRUCTION. 


NEED FOR TECHNICAL 
TRAINING. 


At a.conference of representative teachers 
of building in London. a paper was read by 
Dr. R. E. Stradling; Director of Building 
Research, Department of Science and Industrv 
Research, on the subject of ‘‘ Instruction in 
the Application of Science to building Con- 
struction.’ 

Dr. Stradling said that in no industry was 
teaching more necessary than in building: 
yet there seemed to him to be certain con- 
fusion of ideas as to what were the ‘essen- 
tials. At the Building Research Station 
building science was classified under four 
headings:—(1) Efficiency of Building, (2) 
Weathering, (3) Materials, and (4) Structures. 
Under the first of these headings were .in- 
cluded such matters as the warming and yen- 
tilating of buildings, the acoustical properties 
and other special requirements demanded by 
the human occupant of a finished structure. 
Under Weathering was included the study of 
all the problems affecting the resistance which 
materials exhibit towards the natural destruc- 
tive agencies to which they were exposed over 
periods of time. - Under Materials was in- 
cluded a detailed study of chemical and physi- 
cal properties. of the individual materials, 
without which knowledge it. was not possible 
to use the materials to their best adyantage. 
Under Structures were studied the arrange- 
ments Jf the materials to resist certain forces 
due to loading, etc., which they were required 
to resist during the life of a building. Thus 
if this classification were applied to the draw- 
ing up of courses of instruction for all the 
various classes in the building industrv, one 
would be inclined to say that: the’ architect, 
in addition to (1), should have a sound know- 
ledge of the other three sections, that builders 
should also have a general knowledge of all, 
but especially (3) and (4), and the craftsman 
should have a ‘specialised knowledge of.. the 
portions..of (3) and. (4) .which- particularly 
appertained to - his ‘craft. By the term 
“ building. science’’ he included, said the 
lecturer, a very wide range, and this had of 
necéssity to be so, for we wére engaged..in 
studying natural forces as they existed, and 
not as sub-divided by some academic and 
purely artificial distinction.. ‘He tould not 
emphasise too ay ote: how important. he 
thought this was; act; he would go so 
far as to say that ino much mare atten- 
tion was paid to this scientific work in the 
training of entrants into the industry, we 
should get a much ‘greater loss of ‘efficiency 
than we had at present. .

REGULATIONS IN THE 
NORTH. 

The object of, the Lead. Paint (Protection 
Against Poisoning) Act “(Northern Ireland), 
1Y27. which has received Royal Assent, 1S to 
minimise the risk’ of lead poisoning by em- 
powering the Ministry of Lae to make re- 
gulations for preventing danger from the use 
‘of lead paint to persons e! mployed in, or in 
| connection with, the painting of buildings. 
All authorities agree that the inhalation of air 
laden with fine dust of lead compounds is the 
chief channel of lead paint absorption. Lead 
poisoning may also be caused by the lead 
paint into the mouth from 
the finger nails. . The regulations accordingly 
will provide that. no painted surface shall be 
rubbed down or scraped by a dry _ process, 
that lead paint shall. not be applied in the 
form of a spray in the interior painting of 
buildings, that no eompound of lead or pro- 
duct containing any compound of lead shall be 
fused for the saint ng of buildings except. in 
the on of paste-or paint ready for use, that 
a sufficient supply of water, - soap, nail 
brushes, and towels shall be supplied for the 
use of persons employed in, or in conneetion 
with, the painting of. buildings, and that five 
minutes ‘shalt be allowed to such persons for 
-washing before meals and before leaving 
werk. 

On and after 19th November next. it will be 
unlawful to employ any, woman, young person, 
or child in. painting: any part of -a- building 
with “lead paint... but exemptions. are made 
under~’certain ‘conditions in the ‘case of pér- 
sons employed, as apprentices, and women and 
young persons engaged.in special decorative 
work, Women are. also excluded whe, at: the 
passing of the Act. were employed -in any 
trade. which irivolved the — of any part 
of a building with lead paint: 

The Act peqnires érery nórson who employs 
other persons in > painting buildings, whether 
he” uses léad paints in his work or not; to 
send to the Ministry of Labour a written 
atice stating his name and the address of his 
office, and to keep at ‘his office the prescribed 
register containing particulars of the persons 
employed by. him in painting, and the. work 
on which they are employed. If a case of 
ead poisoning, occurs, amangst his: amployés, 
the empiover must’ send at once & notice in 
the prescribed form to the. factory inspector 
and to the certifying surgeon. ‘Employers are 
further required to give the factdry. inspector 
the Yecessarv facilities for ‘inspecting .any 
painting work which js undertaken by them, 
and faetory : inspectot are given the same 
powers of entry and inspection in aby case 
where .persons ate .émploved. in ~ paititine 
tmildings as they ~have under the Factoty and 
‘Workshops Acts in pee of factories and 
workshops.

If you only got ten per cent. they would 
spend here from twenty-five to thirty-five 
million dollars a year. at is what you are 
throwing away by allowing evil propaganda 
about Ireland to be disseminated.’’ He 
added that Mr. Smiddy, the Free State 
Minister at Washington, was doing a magni- 
ficent work in creating good fellowship 
between Ireland and the United States. 

‘Propaganda must be met or refuted,” 
declared Mr. Bloom. ‘‘ Everywhere on the 
boat crossing over, in London and elsewhere, 
we heard this anti-Irish propaganda. 

THE HOTELS, 

‘‘Treland must do many things to attract 
and satisfy the tourist. You have got good: 
clean hotels, and the price of food is not high. 
A portion of cabbage at a hotel we stayed at 
cost 3d.—about 6 cents, that would cost 50 
cents in a United States hotel. There are no 
cold storage chickens in Ireland. The food is 
all good. If you refit your hotels in the 
South at a cost of one to five million dollars 
you will get it all back in a year; for if you 
charge £1 6s. for a room without a bath or 
proper accommodation you can charge twice 
as much for a properly fitted room. 
tourist has got the money and is willing to 
pay for the goods. The hotel buildings are 
good ; but this matter requires attention. 

“ Every Irishman you meet says: ‘ We are 
a poor nation and we cannot afford thes 
things.” They are always saying things that 
humiliate themselves: things that are not 
true. Cater for the tourist properly and. 
everybody will benefit. You can figure taking 
at the end of every year 25 millions of money 
from this source."

To encourage and influence the increase and 
extended use of all home-grown produce by 
securing that sufficient supplies are available 
at equitable seasonal prices. 

To secure a standard rate for milk products 
to producer and consumer throughout the 
country. 

To promote and influence the increase of 
dairy cattle as being the most immediate means 
of providing employment for surplus agricul- 
tural labour, and» eventually lead. to extension 
of employment in other industries. 

To create a “dairy development guarantee 
reserve credit fand” for advance of short-term 
loans at favourable rates. 

To establish a “dairy insurance indemnity 
fund,” which will encourage and assist small 
and average holders to breed, maintain, and 
finish better quality stock. 

ith respect to rules, that relating to 
membership and subscriptions would be the 
most important. To enable all classes to 
take an active interest in organisation, pro. 
motion, and administration at a nominal 
rate, it is suggested one penny per week 
be contributed, in addition to membership 
fee of one shilling per year. A great many 
could subscribe five shillings in advance to 
cover annual contributions and affiliation. 
The shilling per member per year should 
suffice for AS NU EANNA expenses, and the 
contributions be devoted to credit «reserve 
fund to assist in financing and guaranteeing 
any hy ee calculated to be of local and 
general efit. 

If the clergy, professional classes, teachers, 
and those in permanent employment and 
sheltered trades gave such encouragement and 
assistance as the general interests demand, 
considerable advance would be made towards 
doing something on a practical basis to assist 
the revival of the agricultural industry. 
A circular is being issued to representative 
persons in the Northern dairying and tillage 
district (roughly above the Dublin and West- 
port line) in respect of holding a conference 
as to establishing an organisation on the 
basis outlined. A similar meeting could be 
convened later for the Southern area at Lime-

DANCE NOTATION. 


NEW COMPLICATION IN PARIS 
BALLROOMS. 


The Daily Telegraph's Paris Correspon- 
dent says :—A new complication has now been 
introduced into dancing, which may mean 
that in the near future those who wish to 
excel as ornaments of the ballroom may have 
to devote to their exercises much more care 
than they have hitherto needed to do. For 
one M. Peters has devised a system for writ- 
ing dances just as composers write music, 
every step being recorded with its accom- 
panying musical note. 

at may be described as a terpsichorean 
score is written on seven lines printed be- 
neath the musical score, each note or group 
of notes being ergy (ayy is by a sign which 
shows exactly how the dancer’s feet should 
be placed. Forward step, backward step, 
cross steps both forward and backward, side 
steps and the rest, are each represented by 
dots, much like the notes in music, placed on 
one of the seven lines. 

The position of dots on the lines will in- 
dicate the step, just as the notes in the scale 
are indicated by their position on the lines 
of a stave. A vertical line joined to the dot, 
either on the right or left, indicates the 
direction of a step, while in the case of cross 
steps the direction is shown by a diagonal 
line. Turns also are indicated by marks over 
the notes. A quarter-circle indicates a quarter- 
turn, a semi-circle a half-turn, and a circle 
a full turn; while marks resembling circum- 
flex accents and varying in span’ indicate long 
or short steps. ss 

One of the advantages claimed for this 
system is that it will enable the inventor. of 
a new dance to write it in such a fashion 
that he will enjoy the protection -f 
copyright, in the same fashion as the com- 
poser of a musical piece; while ballroom 
critics will be able, by following the score, 
to detect a false step, as they may now 
detect a false note in music. Whether how- 
ever, Charleston and Black Bottom experts 
will study the scores before responding to the 
insistent beat of the jazz drum is another 
question.

FASOCINATED BY SIGHT 
OF REVOLVER. 


ILLEGAL POSSESSION CHARGE 


Patrick Bergin, Inland Revenue Officer, on 
temporary duty in Waterford on July 10 last, 
was at Tramore monthly. Court charged with 
being in illegal possession of a revolver in 
Tramore on that date. 

Superintendent Keenan said that on July 
10th last the Guards were paying attention 
to any suspicious people who might be in 
Tramore following the murder of Mr. Kevin 
O'Higgins. Their attention was attracted to 
the accused man, whom they kept under 
observation. As he was leaving Tramore by 
the midnight “bus that night the ‘bus was 
boarded by Sergeant McNamara, who searched 
him and found a revolver in his possession. 
Bergin was arrested, but allowed out after- 


wards. 

Sergeant McNamara said that when he 
searched the accused man he found no ammu- 
nition, nor was there any in the revolver. 

“A GOWARDLY WEAPON.” 

Bergin, who said that he was a native of 
Moate, County Westmeath, said that the 
revolver -was shown to him by a friend, and 
being fascinated by the sight of it he kept it. 
He had intended applying for a permit, but 
forgot to do so. He had to go around the 
country a great deal, and would not always 
feel secure; certain circumstances upset him 
from time to time. 
District Justice MacCabe said that he saw 
no fascination about a revolver. It was the 
most cowardly weapon ever invented. People 
did not carry revolvers for the purpose of 
shooting crows, or using them as pop-guns. 
The accused man said that he never fired 
a shot from the revolver in his life. He had 
no ammunition for the revolver: He would 
lose his position if fined or imprisoned. 
Superintendent Keenan said that from 
inquiries made he did not think that the 
accused man belonged to any seditious organ- 
sation. 

Bergin was ordered to pay £2 into the poor 
box, and discharged under the Probation of 
Offenders Act. e revolver was confiscated.

#urther discussed the Public Safety Bill in 
Committee. Several amendments were 
proposed, but all were defeated, and the 
inal stages of the bill were carried by sub- 
.tantial majorities. 

Afterwards. the Electoral Amendment 
No. 2 Bill and the Currency Bill passed 
their final stages, and the House rose for 
rhe recess. 


THE LIFE OF THE BILL. 


Mr. O'Farrell moved an amendment 
-estricting the operation of the bill to one 
instead of five years. He etated that a 
member of the han had gone round on 
the previous evening trying to persuade 
senators not to move any amendments to the 
hill, on the ground that, any alteration in 
‘he bill would mean that it would have to 
go back to the Dail for further discussion, 
and that this might be a serious matter, in 
view of possible political developments. He 
‘hought that the Senate should be above 
considerations of that kind. They were 
astablished as a cool, deliberative assembly, 
‘ree from the ravages of party passion. It 
seemed to him that the House was more 
concerned with the discussion of finance, 
over which it had no control, than anything 


e 


The Chairman said that he would be sorry 

admit that they had not a substantial 
amount of control over finance. 

Continuing, Mr. O’Farrell said that their 
activities had been largely concerned with 
matters of finance, while more important 
subjects were pretty well ignored. He had 
suficient confidence in the House to hope 
that it would not succumb to the canvass 
that had been made. No matter what 
happened, the bill would have to go back 
to the Dail. He did not think that a bill 
which involved so much should be spread 
over a period of years, when there might be 
frequent changes of Government. 


EFFECT OF AMENDMENT. 

Mr. W. B. Yeats asked whether, if they 
amended the bill, the Dail could reconsider 
the entire Safety Bill-or merely the amend- 
ments made by that House. 

The Chairman stated that, if the Dail dis- 
agreed with any amendment inserted by the 
Senate, the bill would come back, and, if 
the Senate stood by the amendment, the 
bill would be held up for nine months. If 
the Dail agreed, nothing would happen. . 

Mr. Yeats said his point was whether, if 
they amended the bill, the Dail would re- 
consider the entire bill. 

The Chairman said that this would depend 
on the construction placed on the Dail’s 
Standing Orders, e was not going to 
express any opinion. 

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE'S SPEECH. 

President Cosgrave said that the amend- 
ment was one that had’ been considered in 
the Dail. The fact was that the most 
ex. ordinary crime that had been com- 
mitted in their time had been committed in 
the fifth year after the “'cease fire’’ order 
had been issued by those in arms against 
the. State. ‘Lhey were asked now to limit 
the life of the bill to twelve months, What 
had the senator in mind, having regard to 
his knowledge of the history of the past 
few years’? Was it likely that the people 
in ‘possession of arms would have leit the 
country or have been dealt with according 
to law? Was it going to produce more 
settled conditions if, at the end of twelve 
months, the Government had to come 
back again for renewed powers? People 
were disturbed when such legislation 
was being passed, but once it was 
passed there was a greater sense of security. 
The ordinary criminal code was not interfered 
with in the slightest, but the man who set 
out, by conspifacy, treason or arms, to sub- 
vert the State—that man was going. to be 
denied the privileges of the Constitution. 
There must be a lonr-r life to a measure of 
that sort.

If trade unions, as they understood them and 
h: | seen them operate in this country, con- 
tinued, and did not take as their objects the 
overthrow of Saorstat Eireann or the other 
matters mentioned in the section, then they 
need not fear being interfered with. Where 
a trade union had any one of the things 
stated in the section as its professed objects, 
it was an unlawful association, but where it 
had not any of these for its object any Execu- 
tive Council that would declare such a trade 
union an unlawful association would not be 
entitled to the confidence of the Dail. When 
they talked about trade unions and societies, 
why not introduce the Royal Dublin Society 
and other philanthropic or friendly societies ? 
T..e section was only intended to operate 
against unlawful associations—associations 
which had for their object the overthrow of 
the Government, etc. 

THE GOVERNMENT'S POWERS. 

Senator O’Farrell said that the position of 
a trade union was not at all the same as that 
of a friendly society or a society such as the 
Royal Dublin Society. It came into more 
intimate contact wi the public than an 
organisation that he knew of. One coul 
iriagine how a railway strike affected the 
whole country. If there was a Transport 
Union strike the Government immediately 
came in in the interests of the community. 
Suppose a strike were called and the nnon 
scheme held up, owing to what the Transport 
Union might consider tyrannical conditions, 
(' Government might also step in. Man 
people, even supporters of the Governmen 
were afraid of @ manner in which this Act 
might be used.

There were many people who had 
been members of such organisations, but who 
did not stand over the crimes that were 
committed, and this gave them an oppor- 
tunity of proving their innocence to the 
courts, 

The Chairman explained that the two 
sections were not cumulative. In his opinion, 
a man could be tried under either section, 
but not under both, 

President Cosgrave said that Section 7 was 
really a valuable section to the prisoner. 

The amendment was declared lost. 

THE CASE OF POOR PEOPLE. 

Mr. O'Farrell moved the deletion from 
Section 7 of the sub-sectiofi which made it 
obligatory on a person prosecuted to procure 
two reputable witnesses to prove that he was 
not a member of an unlawful organisation. 
People living in tenements or humble dwell- 
ings might find it difficult to get witnesses of 
the type required. 

President Cosgrave said that he had had as 
much experience of the poor in Dublin as 
anybody, and he did not remember having 
come across a case in which any man, no 
matter how poor, could not get two people to 
give him a chafacter.

PROSECUTIONS AGAINST NEWSPAPERS 

Mr. Hooper moved an amendment to secure 
that there should be a grading of crime in 
some way in relation to prosecutions against 
newspapers. As the section stood it might 
inflict an injustice that was not intended and 
should not be inflicted. The section appeared 
to deal with papers that were, in the main, 
of mushroom growth. In the event of an 
order for suppression of a newspaper the 
period of the suppression might be for a day 
or for ever, It was quite indefinite, and the 
Minister himself had no power to revoke the 
suppression. 

ome specific words should be introduced 
to give the Minister power to determine the 
suppression and how long it should last, It 
should be remembered that there were other 
powers to punish a journalist who committed 
an offence, and he thought that the power 
iven to the Minister in the section should 

e limited. 

President Cosgrave said that under the 
Interpretation Orders Act the Minister would 
have power to revoke an order for suppres- 
sion. The Senator would agree that it would 
not be an easy matter to secure the assent of 
the High Court to an order of suppression. 
Very material proof would have to be given 
that the paper had offended. He thought 
that in such a case there would be strong 
reason for suppression, and it would have 
the effect of securing that persons engaged in 
publishing these periodicals would exercise 

reater care than.had been exercised in the 

t couple of years. He thought that there 
was little danger of abuse creeping in. 

Mr. Hooper said that offenders under this 
sectioh should be given an opportunity of 
knowing where they stood. There should be 
some definite punishment.

PROPOSED REDUCTIONS 
CRITICISED. 


The official proposals for revision of the 
staffing arrangements in the Telegraph De- 
artment of the Belfast General Post Office 
ave been severely criticised at a meeting of 
the telegraph members of the Union of Bost 
Office Workers.

standards which might be applicable where 
more stable conditions prevailed.

They recognise that this legislation 
may imperil the general peace and cause widespread suffering ; that it disfranchises, 
and precludes from engaging in any effective peaceful political movement towards 
independence, all Irish Republicans who will not acknowledge that any allegiance 


is due to the English Crown. 


Nevertheless, they have come unanimously to the 


decision that even, under these circumstances, it is not competent for them, as 
pledged Republicans and as elected representatives of the Republican section of the 


community, to transfer their allegiance. 


It has, however, been repeatedly stated, and it is not uncommonly believed, that 


the required declaration is not an oath; 


that the signing of it implies no con- 


tractua] obligation, and that it has no binding significance in conscience or in law; — 
that, in short, it is merely an empty political formula which deputies could con- 
scientiously sign without becoming involved, or without involving their nation, in 
obligations of loyalty to the English Crown. 


The Fianna Fail deputies would certainly not wish to have the feeling that 


they are allowing themselves to be debarred 


by nothing more than an empty formula 


from exercising their functions as public representatives, particulary at a moment 


like this. 


They intend, therefore, to present themselves at the Clerk’s office of the 


Free State Dail “for the purpose of complying with the provisions of Article 17 


of the Constitution,’’ by inscribing their 


among other signatures appended to the required formula.

be no doubt as to their attitude, and no misunderstanding of their action, the 


Fianna Fail deputies hereby give public 


notice in advance to the Irish people,

FIGHT FOR A RESPITE. 


From. rue Press Association’ 8 Sreciat

BOSTON, Wednesday. 

Unless Governor Fuller and his Council 
decide to -grant them an eleventh-hour 
respite, or their counsel succeed at the 
last minute in their desperate legal 
strategy, the seven years’ fight of Sacco 
and Vanzetti to escape from the death- 
chair will come to an end shortly after 
midnight to-night. 
The grim instrument of execution at 
the Charleston State Prison, its straps 
freshly oiled, its electrodes brightly 
burnished,. waits to claim its victims. A 
triple line of. guards patrols the great 
wall of the penitentiary ; ; other officers are 
on guard nearby in the streets and at the 
bridge approaches. 
What now seem to be the final hours 
of the condemned. men are speeding by 


usual routine of the condemned cell. 
Sacco,. his three weeks’ fast plainly tell- 
ing on him, stares dully at. the ceiling of 
his narrow cell, and: the prison guards 
express the opinion that. his premature 
death as.a result of his hunger strike is 
his only hope of “cheating the chair.” 
Vanzetti, whose hunger strike has not 
been as rigid as Sacto’s; paces his cell 
feverishly. His\ only interest of. late has 
been ‘his correspondence, certain letters 
from Italy having seemed especially 
welcome. Like Sacco, he has. ceased to 
believe. that. escape is possible. “I die 
for anarchy ”’, ” has been the burden of | 
his missives to his friends. and relations. ' 


MADEIROS.

Outside, on the prison walls; a battery 
of machine guns has been mounted, ready. 
to be brought into action should the 
announced plans for “death watches” 
assume the form of an attempt at rescue. 
Great searchlights are also in readiness 
to play on the crowd. 

Not ‘only the . prison: itself, but the 
entire region is packed with guards and 
policemen. . Even the residents of the 
thoroughfares facing the prison were 
restricted to-day in their comings and. 
goings, and it was almost impossible to 
gain entrance to the prison itself without 
a special pass. 


THE GOVERNOR'S COUNCIL. — 

In to-day’s last-minute struggle the

King Sisowath of Cambodia, whose 
death is announced at Pnom-Penh, 
Cambodia, represents an ancient line, the 
Kings of the Khmers, which date back 
to about a.p. 500. The capital of the 
country.is -Pnom-Penh, and here King! 
Sisowath lived, surrounded by much pomp 
and state, but was really the instrument 
of the French officials, who control the 
affairs of the country. 

His brother, King Norodom I., had, in 
1860, accepted a French protectorate, and 
his sons had shown a remarkable tendency 
to spend their time in Paris. One of 
his sons was the appropriately-named 
Prince Damrong, who painted the 
Boulevards red before he was persuaded 
to go “somewhere east of Suez.’’ 

When King Norodom died in 1904 he 
was succeeded, according to Cambodian 
custom, not by one of his sons, but by 
his brother, King Sisowath. 

Sisowath, who was born in, 1840, was, 
no doubt, the oldest monarch in the world.

He had about 500 wives, and 
took 200 to Paris, where he appeared in 
an old bowler hat, into the top of which 
had been placed a knob of jewels worth 
thousands of pounds. 

When Lord Northcliffe visited Cambodia 
in 1922, King Sisowath entertained him 
with a Durbar and with dances, of which 
he was a masterly organiser. 


THE KINGDOM OF CAMBODIA. 

Cambodia, nominally a Kingdom in Indo- 
China, is really a French dependency, with 
an area of 38, square miles, It lies be- 
tween Siam, Annam and French Cochin- 
China, on the lower course of the Mekong. 
Its coast line of 156 miles boasts but one 
fort—that of Kampot. The ancient Kingdom 
of Cambodia,. or Khmer, once extended over 
a large part of Indo-China. Buddhism appears 
to have been introduced in the fourth cen- 
tury. Portuguese, Spaniards and Dutch in 
the 16th and 17th centuries set up their 
factories at the mouth of the Mekong River. 
The capital in the 17th century was Cam- 
bodia, or Pontaipret, on the Mekong, but it 
has fallen since into . decay. 

Annam in the 17th century and Siam in 
1812 dismembered the Khmer Kingdom, and 
France, in 1863, concluded a treaty under 
which Cambodia became a French Protec- 
torate. Since 1877 it has been a virtual pro- 
vince of French Indo-China. 


THE PRODUCTS. 

Cambodia produces rice, tobacco, salt, fish, 
cotton, betel, maize, pepper, cinnamon, 
vanilla, sugar-cane, indigo, gutta percha, and 
its forests contain excellent timber. Crocodiles 
are plentiful in its rivers. The population 
numbers about a million and a half, 
and includes, in addition to Cambodian stock, 
about 100,000 _Annamites, 160,000 Chinese, 
40.000 Malays and some hundreds of French- 
men Prom-Pinh, the capital, at the junction 
of the “four arms” of the river, has a 
population..of about 35,000. - 

‘Fhe Canbodiang speak a monosyilabic 
language, Their principal industry is fishing 
cu the Great Lake, which has an area ol 


100 miles in length and 25 in width. Their |

WONDERFUL RUINS.

These are noted for their magnitude, and even 
more for their artistic value. They range 
from the beginning of the Christian era to

HELPING AGRICULTURE 
IN BRITAIN.’

ACTIVITIES OF INTELLIGENCE 
DEPARTMENT. 


Steady progress in the work of agricultural 
education and research is recorded in a re- 
port just issued on the activities of the 
Intelligence Department of the British 
Ministry of Agriculture, covering the two 
years 1924-26. This period, it is stated, has 
been one of consolidation; the adyance ren- 
dered possible by the provision in 1921 of 
£850,000 for are development in Eng- 
land and Wales under the Corn Production 
Acts (Repeal) Act of that year has been 
secured. 

In research the Institutes of Agriculture 
Engineering in Oxford and of Animal 
Pathology at Cambridge have been firmly 
established. With the creation of the Empire 
Marketing Board and the convening of an 
Imperial Agricultura] Research Conference for 
next October, prospects of organised influence 
and helpfulness throughout the Empire are 
opening before the research institutes in this 
country, though their primary concern must 
always be the interests of the British farmer. 
For one special problem of the highest im- 
portance to the farmer the services of scien- 
tific men outside the sphere of agricultural 
research have been freely sought; another de- 
termined effort ie being rain R by a special 
committee to solve the problem of foot-and- 
mouth disease. 

In advisory work the service of economic 
advisers in agriculture has been completed, 
and now covers the whole country; and the 
number of assistants for dairy bacteriology— 
a staff designed for the improvement of the 
milk supply—has heen largely augmented. The 
previously existing services of chemists, ento- 
a and mycologists have been main- 
ained, 


SCHOOLS AND SCHOLARSHIPS. 


In education, the new Schools of Agricul- 
ture at Leeds and Bangor have been practi- 
cally completed. Liverpool University has 
been aided to extend its veterinary depart- 
ment. The National Institute of Poultry 
Husbandry at the Harper Adams College of 
Agriculture is practically finished, and now 
constitutes (says the report) the best experi- 
mental and instructional plant in the ere '+ 
and probably the best on this side of the 
Atlantic. Two new farm institutes (in East 
Sussex and Carmarthen) have been opened, 
making a total number of sixteen. The 
scheme of scholarships for the sons and 
daughters of agricultural workers has tho- 
roughly vindicated itself ; and its success more 
than justifies the recent decision of the Go- 
vernment to continue it, 

Much work has been done in horticulture, 
particularly in the direction of improving the 
marketing of fruit and vegetables by instruc- 
tion and demonstration in packing and grad- 
ing. In this connection much is for

A large section of one side of the steel 
hull has been cht out and fitted with’ glass, 
SHE which the machinery can be seen. 
The deck fittings, inclading the :: 
hatch and the engine-room skylight; have heen 
restored, and the nine silver-plated propellers 
have been placed in position. The existing 
machinery consists of three separate ‘turbines 
which, in 1896, laced the single turbine 
with which the. Turbinia was originally fitted 
when it was built in 1894 This turbine is 
exhibited in the same room as the vessel, The 
propelling machinery was of 2,000: horse-power.

But 
in England it cost from £300 to £600 a mile 
‘to supply similar services, The reasons were 
the extraordinarily rigid demand of the Post 
Office authorities, of many rural road and 
other authorities, and the fact that regúla- 
tions in England were more stringent in their 
operation than in probably an er country. 
It was all very well to say that: some of the 
regulations in foreign countries were similar, 
but in a number of such countries there were 
special provisions by which regulations could 
be modified, : 


WHAT IS WANTED, 

.. Apart from the provision for lopping off 
branches of trees which might interfere with 
an overhead line, last year's Electricity Act 
contained little or nothing which would have 
a material direct effect on rural supplies of 
power which could not have been had with- 
out that Act at all. What was wanted was 
some legislation which would enable lines to 
be put up at a capital cost equivalent to the 
cost: of rural lites in. other countries. In 
France they had got an Electricity Com- 
mittee and also. Government regulations, The 
Electricity Committee (an entirely voluntary 
body selected by the Government on the 
recommendation of the. various electrical 
organisations), if any regulations proved to 
be hampering the use or extension of elec- 
trical power supply, could recommertd the 
Ministry of Public Works to make such 
modifications: to. suit local or other circum- 
stances as would vent excessive capital 
costs.

THE FAILURE AT 
GENEVA. 


SUGGESTION BY LORD 
GREY OF FALLODON. 


is 


Lord Grey of Fallodon, in the course of 
a letter to The Times, writes :—The Geneva 
Conference on naval limitation separated w:ti: 
expressions of a hope that it might be re- 
sumed at some not very distant date. This 
hope will not be shared unreservedly by 
those who have followed the proceedings oi 
the last seven weeks. Many of us who 
welcomed the Conference at first must have 
come to. feel it to be a misfortune that it ever 
met. Indeed, if agreement had been reached 
at, the end it would have camouflaged and 
not retrieved.the situation. It would be wel! 
to consider why the late Conference has 
failed before we entertain hopes of another. 

The, rock on which the Conference was 
wrecked at Geneva is the theory of parity 
between the British and American navies. 
This theory is working badly, and there is 
every sign that it will cause friction, and 
not harmony between the two countries. 

Is it not possible to get back to the axiom 
on which the British Government tacitly 
acted before the war—that of not taking 
account of the American Navy in calculating 
the requirements of the British Empire? = In 
accepting this as an axiom, we were, moved 
by two considerations. One was the belief 
that if we acted as if war between the United 
States and Britain was impossible it would in 
very truth become sathinkable on both sides 
of the Atlantic. The other consideration was 
of a lower order, but not less conclusive: it 
was that competition with the United States 
in shipbuilding was a race in which the 
United States must certainly win and in 
which the other competitors must certainly 
lose. If this was true before the war, it 1s 
just as true and still more demonstrable now. 

If, in calculating the Naval requirements of 
the British Empire, we avowedly xule out all 
cuntingency of war with the United States 
there will more “economy in both the 
British and the American, Fleets than wil! 
ever be obtained by literal, binding nava! 
agreements. I- would add that there would 
also be no sacrifice of real security, 

Let me conelude by urging that the better 
way of approach to the next Armaments 
Conference will be by way of arbitration or 
other agreements which rule out between the 
conferring nations the possibility of war.

In 
these and other vessels 787 cases of illness 
were inquired into and 63 removed to Denton 
Hospital. No case of plague-or cholera reached 
London. 

An arrangement for carrying on a closer 
sanitary watch on ships entering at Sheerness 
and lying in the Swale and Medway was made 
operative towards the end of the year. Tho 
number of rets examined from the dock areas 
was 2,106. In no caso was plague suspected 
or found. There was no snspicious mortality 
of rats, either in the docks or in any sh! 
One hundred and thirty-six vessels were 
fumigated. The work of the food inspectors 
had been largely increased in the control of 
fats which did not bear the official certifieate 
of the country of origin. The examination of 
apples—53 samples—showed that most of the 
shipments contained but little arsenic. The 
attention now being given to the matter by 
exporters would result in continued improve 
ment. Last year 15,997 vessels arrived in the 
port from foreign parts, and 4,229 coastwise 
vessels also entered. In all, 36,825 rats were 
destroyed in docks and vessels, making 
1,434,757 since the work of extermination 
began 26 years ago. Unsound food weighinz 
4,011 tons was seized and destroyed. This 
included 2,664 tons of water-damaged grain.

Considerable comment is being made here 
on an unusual condition of affairs which is 
abot agg along the Franco-Italian Alpine 
order, following the action of the Italian 
authorities in closing all passes and peaks 
along the frontier range to tourists, whatever 
their nationality, even if provided with pass- 
port visas.

DUBLIN PUBLICANS AND PRICES. 
Mr. William P. Delany, of Dublin, pro- 
posing a vote of thanks to the members of 
the Board, said:—Perhaps, it is impertinent 
to intrude a little criticism, but if I offer 
some general criticisms I do not think you 
will take it as anything in the nature of 
being hostile. I do not know much about 
the trade in England, or of the difficulties 
of the trade in Ireland, and I can see a 
marked change in that country. The change 
in the attitude of the licensed trade in Ire- 
land. conveys to my mind something to 
justify the State in introducing the 
thin edge of the Wedge of prohi- 
bition. There are two scale prices 
existing at the present time in the 
Free State, and the disparagement between 
one scale and another seems to me unfair. 
How are the company -going to manage this’ 
To my mind, only public opinion, and not the 
trade, can alter the present position. The 
State should be the tax collectors, and not 
the people who get the article of trade, and 
who make a good profit, to my mind. 
Secondly, how is the company going to try 
to maintain its position? Is it by a large 
scale of advertisements? [I do not know 
whether that will meet with the wishes of 
the Board or not. 

EXPORT FIGURES. 

Then I want to say a word about the 
juggling way in which shipments are dealt 
out to the public. There has been a good 
deal of damage done im this respect. First 
they used to made up to Saturday night. 
Now things have been changed. te ishmen 
have got to consider how the Free Se ate is 
going to live and where its income is coming 
tom, because, after the income tax and the 
Customs, one would say that Guinness’s have 
been the backbone of the country. Could it 
be arranged in a monthly form or in some 
way, some figures to give the public an index 
as to what the.export trade is like? To my 
mind, the two scale of prices has killed 
Guinness, and that ought to be remedied by 
the Board putting back the ten shillings it 
took off.

NEW SURVEY METHODS. 


An investigation, to be jointly financed by 
the Australian Government and the Empire 
Marketing Board, into methods of surveying 
for oils and minerals within the Empire, has 
received the approval of both parties con- 
cerned. It is anticipated that the work, 
which will be conducted under the guidance 
of a competent expert and is likely to prove 
of value to many parts of the Empire, will 
take two years to complete. 

There are within the Empire large areas of 
proved metalliferous value in which the 
natural outcrop of the rocks is obscured by 
an overlying: blanket of recent geological age 
which, in many Cases, is comparatively 
shallow, but renders the task of the geoipgist 
anc of the prospector both difficult and 
expensive. In particular, the West Austra- 
lian fields may be mentioned. Very similar 
conditions obtain in large portions of Canada. 

During recent years scienc® has evolved 
certain methods where an indication of the 
probability of the eximense cf minerals or of 
oil may be detected witout the necessity of 
boring. - Certain mineral-bearing bodies, for 
example, may be better electrical conductors 
than the surrounding rock. In these cases 
electrical methods have been found to indi- 
cate with considerable precision the where- 
abouts and extent of important deposits. 

In other cases, differences in the density 
of the ground below the surface may indicate 
the existence of oil or of metal-bearing struc- 
tures. There gravimetric methods are used. 
Where hidden deposits have definite magnetic 
properties the use of methods of detecting 
variations in magnetic intensity have in cer- 
tain circumstances proved successful. Other 
methods suggested, and to. a certain extent 
tested, include investigations of the elasticity 
of rock structures which involve the study of 
She passage of sound. 


BRITISH CVERSEAS 
TRADE. 


THE FIGURES FOR JULY. 


Preliminary figures for July of British over- 
seas trade show that imports were less com- 
pared with June. The figures are :—July 
£93,562,550, and June £6y,028,2650. There 
was a drop of more than £5,500,000 in im- 
ported food, drink and tobacco; a reduction 
of nearly £1,000,000 in raw materials and 
articles mainly unmanufactured, but a slight 
increase in articles wholly or mainly manu- 
factured. 

Exports showed a slight increase, the 
figures being i—July £56,121,131, and June 
£55,981,796. While the export of food, drink 
and tobacco were increased by more than a 
millon, that of raw materials and articles 
mainly not manufactured were down by 
nearly @ million, but articles mainly manu- 
factured practically held their own.

“RECORD” WHEAT YIELD.

STEADY INCREASE IN WESTERN 
AUSTRALIA. 


Preliminary returns prepared by the State 
Statistician disclose that the 1926-27 wheat 
harvest in Western Australia yielded 
50,041,784 bushels from 2,574,014 acres. Al- 
though the yield was a little less than asti- 
mated, it was over 6,000,000 bushels greater 
than the Mpa best vield, and approxi- 
mately 9,570,000 bushels more than was 
reaped in 1925-26. The rapidity of increase 
in wheat production in Western Australia is 
shown in the foliowing annual returns :— 

1922-23 13,857,432 bushels. 

18,920,271 bushels. 
23,887,367 bushels. 
20,471,177 bushels. 
30,041,783 bushels. 

At the end of December last the number 
of sheep in Western Australia totalled 
7,436,312, thus creating a new “' record,” the 
previous highest figure having been esta- 
lished in 1918, when the total was 7,183,747 
head. The wool production for 1926 totalled 
50,182,045lbs., which was over 6,000,000Ibs. 
greater than for the previous year. In the

ENGINEER’S DEATH ON 


AMERICAN SHIP. 


The story of a drama on the high seas was 
told at the inquest at Rotherhithe penton 
on Louis Fisher, the 27-year-old refrigerator 
engineer on the U.8.S. American er, 
in connection with whose 
Josephine Waite (24), a stewardess, is under 
remand pending the question of extradition 
roceedings. Fisher was an American, and 
lived in Long Island. The stewardess was 
born in London, but is a naturalised 
American. 

Captain Hubbard Chester Fish, the master 
of the American Trader, gave evidence that 
when the ship was s 113 miles off the 
Scilly Isles on the 5th inst. it was 
to him that a stewardess had thrown acid 
over Fisher, who had been taken to the 
hospital. He found Fisher unconscious in & 
bunk in the hospital, with a doctor attending 
him. Fisher died at 3.20 p.m., within ten 
minutes of the time when the acid was 
thrown. NA. 

The witness found the stewardess in her 
room in a perfectly rational condition. He 
gathered from her that there had been a love 
affair, and that Fisher had treated her badly, 
zoing with some other woman when ashore in 
London. She said that it was pure carbolic 
that abe threw over him while lay in his 
bunk, that the burns would have effect only 
for about ten days, and that her only object 
was to disfigure him. 

At this time she did not know of Fisher's 
death, and the witness, thinking that some of 
the crew inight inflict injury on her, brought 
her to his room and locked her in. n 
told of Fisher's death she was surprised and 
‘‘ went to pieces completely. 

Surgeon M. slow, of the American 
Trader, said that he injected Mu and tried 
artificial respiration, but it was of no avail. 
On a post-mortem examination he would say 
that the primary cause of death was carbolic 
acid burns, and the secondary cause syncope, 
from fright. 

Dr. Fox, divisional police surgeon, at 
Rotherhithe, said that the burns were purely 
superficial, and, although the tip of the 
tongue was slightly burned, the acid did not 
reach the throat. “ Death must have been 
due to fright and syncope, not burns,’’ added 

r. Fox. 

The jury found that Fisher died from 
natural causes after fright, and that the 
stewardess did not intend to do him serious

DAVENTRY JUNIOR’S 
DEBUT. 


ALTERNATIVE PROGRAMME 


FROM AUGUST 2ist. 


“Daventry Junior,” the British Broad- 
casting Company’s new experimental station, 
5GB, will broadcast its first alternative pro- 
gramme on Sunday, August 21st, beginning 
at ó p.m. 

This is the first large-scale experiment in 
alternative programmes. Preliminary tech- 
nical experiments have been in progress for 
some months, and the time is now considered 
ri for parallel programme experiments. 
These will take the -form of rm rome 
alternative to, and contrasting with, t 
meng from the Daventry Long-Wave Sta- 
tion, ; 

The service will be directly availablé to 
the Birmingham district and all Daventry 
listéners, perhaps, ten million people, and 
should be available as an alternative to 
those who, living close to the main and 
relay stations, possess moderately selective 
sets. 

The results of the experiments with 5GB 
will determine the final form of the new 
rvstem of distribution—called the regional 
scheme—under which the B.B.C. will provide 
for all listeners a minimum choice of two 
contrasted programmes, and for many a 
choice of several programmes. 

Under the international distribution cf 
wave-lengths, Great Britain secured nine 
medium waves and one long wave for its 
broadcasting service. To undertake the 
transmissions from 5GB will rank as a high- 
power medium wave station, with a frequency 
of 610 k.c. (491.8 metres). Bournemouth will 
révert to 921 k.c. (326.1 metres}. Transmis- 
sión from Birmingham will be suspended. 

The Lord Mayor of Birmingham, Alderman 
James, referred to the new alternative pro- 
gramme experiment last night in a broadcast 
statement at the local station. He said he 
believed that the change would be regarded 
as an event of historic importance in the 
evolution of the broadcasting service, which, 
under unified control and administered purely 
as a public service, had already geined 4 
merited and enviable reputation throughout 
the world. The Birmingham Station staff 
will be in charge of the new station. 

EMPIRE BROADCASTINGS. 

The B.B.C. are aiming at a system whereby 
every town and city of any size in Great 
Britain will have its own studio, connected 
by land line with a transmitting centre. But 
at least two and a half years, in the most 
favourable circumstances, mitst elapsé before 
the scheme is carried to fruition. 

In the méantime, attention is being con- 
centrated upon the subject of Empire broad- 

sting. Wireless engineers believe that the 
whole problem of pc) ee broadcasti 
is concerned more with reception than wit 
transmission, and the B.B.C. intend during 
the coming winter to make some fairly 
elaborate experiments in the reception of 
short-wave transmistions from’ the United 
States. They will thus accumulate data which 
should be of much importance when they 
come to tackle seriously the general question 
of Empire broadcasting. 

Eventually their aim will be not to transmit 
direct to the distant Dominion resident, but 
to relay the English programmes to Colonial 
stations. Before that can be accomplished 
much has to be done in the way of solvin 

such. difficulties as those of fading an

HOW HE SAVED A SAILOR’S 


LIFE. 


New stories of the Shackleton Expedition 
to the South Pole in 1914-1916 were told by 
Captain L. D. A. Hussey at a luncheon in 
connection with the City of London Vacation 
Course in Education at the Holborn 
Restaurant, London. Captain Hussey accom- 
panied the expedition as meteorologist. 

“Sir Ernest Shackleton,’’ he said, ‘* placed 
optimism before anything else. On one occa- 
sion we were floating round a piece of ice, 
which was vcvy insecu. , and all we could 

et to eat were tue seals and penguins that 

appened to come on to our piece of ice. At 
night the ice broke loose, and Sir Ernest 
jumped forward and loeked in a crack which 
iad been opened up. There he saw a dark 
object ; id hauied it out. It turned out to 
bs one of our sailors in a sleeping bag. If 
Sir Ernest had not pulled him out the poor 
fellow would have been crushed to death. 
A; the man crawled out of his sleeping bag, 
he looked up at Sir Ernest and said, without 
a trace of emotion, ‘Now I have lost my

Captain Hussey paid a warm tribute to his

When we 
ost our t—when he had his back to the 
wall—and MWe had only a small piece of ice 
between us and thousands of miles of sea, he 
never lost his great optimism.”’

Caclamano, Greek Minister in London, in an 
interview yesterday; “but so absolute is our 
belief in the power of British newspaper 
advertising that we have decided to increase 


‘the allocation by fifty per cent., and to spend 


£45,000 on advertising during the coming 
season. Notwithstanding the cruel aftermath 
ot the general strike, when practically every- 
body was hving a hand-to-mouth existence, 
the Board of Trade tigures show an increase 
of about 2,000 tons consumption between last 
November and June. ia increase, we 
believe, was largely due to advertising.”

UGLY CITIES. 
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THE DEFENCE OF NEWCASTLE. 


The controversy about the charms of 
Newcastle, which was started by a statement 
at the Independent Labour Party Summer 
School at Scorton, Yorkshire, that it is “the 
ugliest place in the world” and was fol- 
lowed by a declaration by a Newcastle 
aviator that from the air Newcastle is more 
pleasing than Glasgow, Leeds, or Sheffield, 
has now provoked Leeds and Glasgow people 
to reply. 

‘Leeds is not an ugly city in the eyes of 
those who work and live in it,” was the 
wzeneral view expressed to.a Press representa- 
tive One professional resident said that he 
retuSned from an expensive seaside holiday 
before the end of the time for a breath of 
fresh air and decént’ scenery.” '“ Í have trees, 
lawns, singing birds in front of my windows, 
on]; ten minutes walk from the Town Hall, 
while at Scarborough I was paying a high 
price for rooms that looked out on big gas 
works and brick fields.” 

Mr. Stillman Wells, the United States 
Consul at Leeds, said: “I have seen many 
cities in many lands and very many uglier 
than Leeds. It is not quite Paradise and has 
a number of winding streets in which it is 
difficult to find one’s way about, but it is 
architecturally good, has many fine build- 
ings, and its amenities in the way of parks 
are fine.” 

“I don’t think that sweeping condemna- 
tion of Newcastle is justified,’ declared Mr. 
James Maxton, M.P., Chairman of the 
Labour Party, in an interview. “ Thére are 
lots more places much worse, and I know ot 
no districts to equal Coatbridge and Mother- 
well, on the outskirts of Glasgow, in that 
respect. During the last century natura‘ 
beauty and social amenity :nd »ublic health 
have beén subordinated to the development 
of industry, and i‘ is only in the last dozen 
years that people have begun thinking about 
the desirability of having beauty in their 
midst. Every industrial centre could be con- 
demned. Glasgow in parts is as bad as you 
will find, but again there are beauty spots 
which counterbalance this. I imagine New- 
castle’s health statistics are as good as Glas- 
gow’s. The nicest city in Britain, I con- 
sider, is Cardiff, where the public buildings, 
etc., are finely laid out amid beantiful sur- 
roundings. Other centres might take a 
pattern off Cardiff.”
